Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  GentlExMen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1946. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  show  no  outstanding  features 
except  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  which  is  the  lowest 
since  1939  when  there  were  85  notifications  ; in  that  year,  however,, 
measles  and  whooping  cough  were  not  notifiable  until  October, 
so  that  the  comparative  figures  are  really  42  cases  in  1946  against 
85  cases  in  1939. 

The  infantile  mortality  is  the  same  as  last  year,  26  per 
1,000  births,  the  lowest  recorded  for  this  district. 

“ Brookfield  ” is  still  “ temporarily  ” occupied  as  a Remand 
Home  by  the  Manchester  Education  Authority  and  so  the  urgent 
need  for  a Maternity  Home  in  the  district  remains  unaltered. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council  and  Colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  co-opera- 
tion and  help  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation.  My  thanks  are  also 
due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee for  their  help  and  understanding.

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SECTION  B : GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA  : 


(^/)  Staff. 

The  list  of  staff  is  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  report. 

Duties. 

The  ^leclical  Officer  of  Health  is  restricted  from  private 
practice  and  is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  Districts: 
of  x\lderley  Edge,  Cheadle  and  Gatley,  and  Wilmslow.  He  is 
also  Medical  Adviser  to  the  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board 
By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  he  is  Clinical  Medical 
Officer  to  certain  of  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Centres., 

Both  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  full  time  officers.  From 
October,  1946  the  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  seconded 
to  the  Cleansing  Department  and  is  responsible  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  salvage. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Rodent  Officer,  by 
arrangement  with  the  Cheshire  County  Council  and  Inspector 
under  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Hackney  Carriage  Inspector. 

Until  August,  the  clerical  duties  for  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
were  undertaken  when  possible  by  the  Medical  Officer’s  clerk. 
This  entailed  a reduction  in  the  work  that  should  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Department  and  when  the 
permament  clerk  returned  from  war  service,  the  temporary  clerk 
was  continued  in  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Department.  Under 
the  revision  of  Council  establishment,  this  post  was  made  per- 
manent. 

(6)  Laboratory  Facilities  : 

Examinations  of  pathological  specimens  necessary  for  the 
detection  or  control  of  infectious  diseases  are  undertaken  at  the 
University  of  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  (now  one  of 
the  new  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratories),  at  the  Stockport 
Infirmary  Pathological  Department  and  some  at  Stepping  Hill. 
Hospital,  Hazel  Grove,  near  Stockport,  Pathological  Laboratory.. 
The  exceptions  are  : — 

(a)  Virulence  Tests.  These  are  carried  out  at  Manchester.. 

(h)  Sputum  Tests.  These  are  carried  out  at  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  Laboratories,  Chester. 

(c)  Wass’Brman  Tests.  These  are  carried  out  under  County 
Council  arrengemants  at  Manchester. 
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The  costs  of  all  examinations  for  the  diphtheria  bacillus  and 
of  other  examinations  where  an  investigation  is  required  for  the 
detection  or  control  of  infectious  disease,  are  met  by  the  Council. 

(c)  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  present  service  is  as  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year^ 
1945. 

(d)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : 

This  is  unaltered. 

{e)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  : 

A new  Welfare  Centre  has  been  opened  at  the  Methodist 
Schoolrooms,  Brown  Lane,  Heald  Green,  on  the  first  and  third 
Thursdays  in  the  month. 

(/)  Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary  : 

No  change. 


SECTION  C : 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
{a)  Water  Supply  : 

The  water  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation — Water 
Department — and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity.  No  bacteriological  examination  has  been  made  by 
this  Authority  during  the  year,  but  weekly  samples  are  taken  by 
the  Water  Department  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water  for 
examination  and  of  the  raw  water  monthly,  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Dearden,  the  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Department,  Stockport,  for  the  following  information  : — 

“ The  supply  to  Cheadle  and  Gatley  is  from  the  Goyt 
Valley  source  which  is  near  Buxton  and  is  from  upland 
sources.  The  boreholes  at  Wilmslow  have  not  been 
used  for  some  time,  but  are  kept  as  a standby  supply.  The 
service  reservoir  for  the  Goyt  supply  is  at  High  Lane,  Marple. 

“ The  analyses  are  taken  as  the  water  is  put  into  supply 
from  the  Works  and  there  has  been  no  individual  sampling 
from  the  main. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  the  total 
hardness  being  4.9.” 
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There  are  only  two  houses  supplied  by  stand-pipes  and  a 
few  wells  are  still  in  use. 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

No  major  extension  of  sewerage,  but  surface  drainage  works 
have  been  completed  in  the  Station  Road — Ladybridge  Road 
area  and  the  whole  question  of  draining  and  sewering  of  the 
district  is  being  investigated  by  a sub-committee. 

(c)  Public  Cleansing  ; 

During  the  year  the  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Officer  became 
ill  and  the  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  undertook  his  duties. 
He  has  since  been  appointed  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Officer. 
I am  indebted  to  him  for  the  following  report  : 

“ Refuse  collection  : 

“ On  the  instructions  of  the  Cleansing  Committee  re- 
organisation to  carry  out  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  through- 
out the  district  was  effected  early  in  November.  With  the 
additional  labour  required  and  hired  transport  when  necessary 
every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  service  weekly  the  dwelling 
houses,  shops,  business  premises  and  R.A.F.  Camps  from 
that  date. 

“ At  the  same  time  as  refuse  collection,  the  collection  of 
separated  salvage  with  the  exception  of  kitchen  waste  is 
effected,  a trailer  being  towed  by  the  refuse  collection 
vehicle  for  this  purpose. 

“ Refuse  disposal  : 

“ Controlled  tipping  on  the  Council-owned  land  at 
Catley  Carrs  has  been  carried  out. 

“ The  dis])osal  of  sah  age  is  undertaken  at  the  Councillor 
Lane  Salvage  Depot.  It  is  desired  to  process  the  salvage 
collected  on  a day  to  day  basis,  ready  for  disposal.” 
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{d)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  area  ;

The  results  are  an  improvement  on  the  previous  vear. 

Designated  Milks — Pasteurised  ; 

A few  of  the  samples  from  the  plant  licenced  in  the  district 
gave  unsatisfactory  results.  There  had  been  a breakdown  in  the 
recording  system  for  a short  period  and  as  with  so  many  othej- 
things  there  was  delay  in  re-equipment. 

General  Remarks  : 

Last  year  and  on  previous  occasions  I have  given  my  opinion 
as  to  the  desirability  of  the  termination  of  the  rationalisation 
scheme  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  improvement  of  the  cleanli- 
ness of  milk  and  I still  feel  strongly  that  this  matter  and  the  in- 
stitution of  a milkless  day  increase  the  wastage  of  milk  in  the 
homes. 

(6)  Meat  and  other  foods  : 

No  change  from  1945. 

(c)  Adulteration  : 

The  Authority  for  this  is  the  County  Council  and  I am  in- 
debted to  the  District  Inspector,  Mr.  T.  L.  E.  Gregory,  for  the 
following  information  : — • 

“ During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946,  38  samples 
of  milk  were  taken  and  two  reported  against.  Seventeen 
samples  of  other  foods  were  taken  and  none  reported  against. 

“ Details  of  samples  reported  against  : — 

“ Milk  naturally  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids  to  the  extent 
of  2 per  cent. 

“ Milk  from  the  same  source — 19  per  cent,  deficient  in 
fat  also  naturally  deficient  in  non-fatty  solids  to  the  extent  of 
4.2  per  cent. 

“ Prosecuted — Fined  £l  and  10/6  costs.”
